I do 
not require promptings of any 
organization to oppose coercive 
practices which I consider both 
morally indefensible and in the 
long run disastrously self de- 
feating.” 

He added that he felt it was 
ridiculous to say that those who 
do support the UJA thereby are 
guilty of dual loyalty. 

WARBURG could not explain 
how his speech was put on the 
wires of the major newsgather- 
ing agencies. He also said he 
didn’t know how The Jewish 
Newsletter, published by William 
Zukerman, was able to print the 
full text of his address before 
the address was delivered in New 
Haven. 

Zukerman refused to comment 
when asked who supplied him 
with the text of Warburg’s 
speech.

Warburg Denies Connection 
With Council For Judaism 


came to Warburg from the social 
action committee of the congre- 
gation about two months ago, 
According to Rabbi Robert Gold- 
burg, this is the third time in 
the past five years that Warburg 
has been invited to address the 
congregation. Rabbi Goldburg 
said that during the winter 
months the congregation invited 
“all kinds of personalities.” 

When Warburg conveyed to 
Rabbi Goldburg the topic he had 
chosen for his address, the rabbi 
said he suggested that the con- 
gregation leaders would be more 
pleased if his speech would just 
deal with foreign policy. War- 
burg’s reply was that he wag 
determined to speak on the con- 
troversial issue. 

RABBI GOLDBURG said he 
had no idea that the speech 
would be carried nationally in 
the newspapers. “No paper ever 
reports on what takes place in 
the congregation,” he added, 

After Warburg’s speech got 
such wide newspaper coverage, 
Rabbi Goldburg said he called 
the UJA and asked for a speak- 
er “of the same level” to answer 
Warburg’s attack. The UJA sent 
its former national chairman, 
William Rosenwald, who ad- 
dressed the congregation the fol- 
lowing week. 

Rabbi Goldburg said that ap- 
proximately 300 persons heard 
Warburg’s address. He added 
that most people disagreed with 
Warburg. “I also strongly dis- 
agree with him.” 


AFTER THE talk, a discussion 
took place, Rabbi Goldburg said, 
in which Warburg was quite hos- 
tile to the American Council for 
Judaism, Goldburg added that 
“quite a number of the congre- 
gation were hostile to Warburg. 
However, some who participated 
in the discussion were sympathe- 





tic.” 





Officials Stand Ground On

MRS. ESTHER MULLER, a 
Catholic, the mother of two girls, 
protested that officials of the 
McMeen elementary school were 
pressured by Jewish parents +o 
over-emphasize Judaism in the 
school’s December pageant pro- 
gram, 

It turned out that the school 
was using a program based on 
recommendations in “Decem.- 
ber Festivals” a school publica 
tion used for many years and 
revised in 1955. with the aid of 





the Anti-Defamation League of 
P’nai B'rith and the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews, 

THE PROGRAM contains ex- 
planations of both Christmas and 
Hanuka and includes suggestions 
for games, music, dances, stories, 
poems and bulletin boards to de- 
scribe the two holidays. 

Rabbi Manuel Laderman told 
the Intermountain Jewish News 
that he preferred that no relizi- 
cus pageants be held in t'e 
schools, but that if such p o- 
grams exist, it is preferable tliat 
Hanuka also be included.

Saphir said that Zim’s last Car- 
ribean cruise in November had 
left New York with 16 passengers 
on the kosher food list. “Eight 
of them decided to change to our 
regular continental-American cui- 
sine before the trip was over for 
one reason or another,” he said. 


THE KOSHER food is provided 
by a New York caterer on alum- 
inum trays with disposable uten- 
sils. The food is eaten directly 
from the trays. The line does not 


have kosher dinnerware or uten- 
sils. 


Saphir said that Zim had once 
had a special kosher kitchen on 
board but had discontinued it 
after a controversy as to how 
kosher the kitchen really was. 


“ALTHOUGH about 70 per 
cent of our Carribean passengers 
are Jewish, it’s been our experi- 
ence that the vast majority of 
them are not interested in having 
kosher food,” he said. 


Zim’s Carribean cruises are 
made on the S. S. Jerusalem, a 
10,000-ton vessel that averages

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West Side Tennis Club Says It Has Members 
Who Are Jewish, But Rabbi Not Convinced

NEW YORK (P-O) — An offi- 
cial of the West Side Tennis Club 
has testified that he is unable 
to give the name of any Jewish 
member of the exclusive Forest 
Hills, N. Y., club, while at the 
same time insisting there were 
Jews on the membership roster. 

WALTER WATSON, manager 
of the club for the past 10 years, 
told The POST and OPINION 
that there were “somewhat less 
than a dozen Jews” who had club 
membership, but he did not know 
their names and did not know 
how to find them. 

“Anyway, they certainly woull 
not want to be pinpointed. They 
wouldn’t want the publicity, and 
I can’t say I blame them,” he 
said. 

WATSON SAID that immedi- 
ately after Dr. Bunche’s revela- 
tion that his son had been re. 
jected for membership, the club 
received a number of letters 
“from people with obviously 
Jewish names” who asked to 
become members. 

He said the letters were ac- 





companied by checks “sometimes 
for a couple of hundred dollars, 
and they asked us to take out 
whatever a year’s membership 
would cost.” Dues at the club are 
$100 a year. 


“WELL OF course, we re- 
turned the money,” he said, “and 
told them they’d have to be rec- 
ommended by a club member 
just like anybody else. This has 
always been our policy and we 
think it’s a good one.” 

Strong doubts that the West 
Side Tennis Club had any Jewish 
members were voiced by Rabbi 
I. Usher Kirshblum, spiritual 
leader of Kew Gardens Hills 
Jewish Center (Conservative), 


HE SAID he would know if 
there weré Jewish members, par- 
ticularly among Long Island res 
idents. He thought there were 
many Jews who would want to 
join the club, if permitted, be- 
cause of its accessibility. 


Rabbi Kirshblum said he would 
like to see the Commission on 
Intergroup Relations compel the 





club to rescind its membership- 
by-recommendation provision. 

“This has always been a tech- 
nique of discrimination,” he de 
clared. "People should be allowed 
to apply directly to a club#

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Officials Hit TV Broadcast Saying Jews In Calif. Town Terrorized 


LOS ANGELES (P-O) — The 
Pacific Southwest Regional Of- 
fice of ADL this week blasted as 
“hysteria” an hour-long telecast 
describing a condition of “ter- 
ror’ for Jews living in the re- 
sort town of Elsinore, halfway 
between Los Angeles and San 
Diego. 


THE STATION KTLA telecast 
by Pat Michaels, “City of Hate,” 
touched off a wave of fear and 
apprehension within the South- 
ern California Jewish community. 

In a report to Southland B'nai 
B'rith presidents, Regional ADL 
director Milton A. Senn charged 
that the telecast was “com- 
pounded of fact, fiction, specula- 





tion and hysteria,” according to 
Heritage, Anglo-Jewish weekly, 
published by Herb Brin. 


SENN SAID that for a year 
and a half the ADL has been 
investigating reports of anti- 
Semitic incidents that formed 
the surface of a political squan- 
ble over water rights. 

(Last year Heritage broke the 
Elsinore story exclusively, win- 
ning third prize for a news story 
in California Newspaper Pub 
lishers Association competition. 


HERITAGE reported last week 
that “Michaels took a serious is- 
sue and a series of events 
stretching over a period of a 
year and a half in time—and 
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compressed it all into an often 
frightening report, out of con 
text, as though it were all hap 
pening now rather than over a 
protracted period of time.” 
“Charges that the Jews of Elsi- 
nore are terrorized, live in fear 
and trepidation, and that the city 
itself seethes with anti-Jewish 
hostility which ‘parallels the 
nightmare of Nazi Germany with 
frightening fidelity’ is sheer hys 
teria,’ Senn said. 


THE ADL director said 
“charges that there is a con- 
spiracy to drive the Jews out of 
Elsinore, that the fight over min. 
eral water is motivated by this 
Judenrein wish, or that the State 
Department of Health is a witting 
tool in this conspiracy-- all this is 
pure speculation or suspicion.” 
Senn said, “Anti-Semitie activ- 
ity in Elsinore, it is agreed by all 
knowledgeable persons, includ- 
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ing Mr. Michaels, is the handi- 
work of a few people.” There 
have been incidents of vandalism, 
anonymous letters and crackpot 
pamphlets. These are facts, he 
said. 

“BUT,” SENN added, “Mr. Mi 
chaels asserted that ths Jews of 
Elsinore—-who number about 406 
out of a total population of 2,306 
—were given six months to get 
out of Elsinore or there would 
be bloodshed. This is fiction. At 
another point Mr. Michaels said 
that the Jews of Elsinore were 
given six months to get out df 
the city or be killed. This, too, 
is fiction.” 

Senn said the telecast was 
made without the knowledge of 


the ADL, although the station 
learned, in the course of pre- 
paring its material, of the 


league's deep involvement in the 
problem, 
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“WE LEARNED of the tee 
cast for the first time whe, 
KTLA’s publicity department 
asked us to help publicize it jp. 
the Jewish community. We pr. 
fused to do so without knowing, 
the prigram’s content. Subge 
quently, KTLA held a press pre. 
view to which we were not in, 
vited,” Senn said. Eventually 
Senn and Joseph Roos of the 
Jewish Federation - Coungij’s 
Community Relations Committee 
arranged with KTLA’s genery 
manager for a preview.

fied either by the content of the 
show or the facts. 

“I ALSO pointed out that “some 
of the editorial comment exag.

material would be added at the 
beginning and the end of the 
show to beef it up but that the 
title would not be changed, main. 
ly because of its dramatic im- 
pact.” 





ADL, Lake Placid Club 

Agree: Charges Dropped 
NEW YORK (P-O)—A com: 
promise agreement between the 
Lake Placid Club and the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith has ended charges of dis. 
crimination brought by the Jew. 
ish body before the New York 
State Commission Against Dis. 
crimination. Under the agree- 
ment, the club will admit all 
guests brought by club members 
regardless of race, creed or na 
tional origin, and will desist from 
seeking convention business, 

The Lake Placid club maintains 
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that it was “a religious-oriented’ 
private club which has always 
provided Christian religious serv 
ices on its premises, with a resi 
dent Christian chaplain, The ADL 
claimed, however, that the club 
has been soliciting convention 
business, during “off-season” pe 
riods, through a _ commer¢ial 
agency, thereby taking on the 
character of a hotel. 
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MADISON, Wisc. (P-O) — A 
University of Wisconsin genetic- 
jst who was reported as saying 
that Jews show superior intelli- 
gence traits this week blasted 
Newsweek Magazine for pervert- 
ing “the essence of my remarks.” 


THE MAGAZINE sent a re- 
porter to interview Associate 
Professor William H. Stone as a 
result of a talk he gave (P-O, 
Dec. 11) before the Milwaukee 
Jewish forum. The talk was re 
ported in the daily press, resullt- 
ing in an editorial in the Wis- 
consin Jewish Chronicle, of Mil 
waukee, deploring the tendency 
to rush to the press with all 
kinds of Jewist. news. 

Stone wrote to Newsweek that 
“t did not and could not answer 
the question of whether or not 
Jews were genetically more in 
telligent than other groups. The 
discussion of intelligence was a 
minor part of my discussion and 
was simply a trait used to illu- 
strate the difficulties in evalu- 
ating the relative contributions 
of heredity and environment in 
the structure of the population.” 


STONE CLOSED his letter by 
saying that “If the Jew were 
smarter than non-Jews, I wouid 
never have granted an interview 
with Newsweek's reporter.” 

Meanwhile, Prof, made 
available a copy of his talk which 
indicated clearly enough that he

did not declare that Jews were 
intellectually superior. 

EXCERPTS from the talk 
showed that Prof. Stone adhered 





closely to the best scientific ap- 


proach. 

He said in part: 

“Are Jews genetically more 
intelligent than other groups? 
This is difficult to answer. On 
the surface one might suppose 
that they are, particularly if 
‘you compare the number of 
Jews in the sciences and ip 
academic affairs or the num- 
ber of recognized geniuses like 
Einstein, Freud, Ehrlich, Lend- 
steiner and other Nobel Prize 
winners, etc. Jews, in propor- 
portion to their number in the 
overall population of the world 
have distinguished themselves 
in professions requiring mental 
adeptness; ability to handle 
symbols. 

“However, what are the rel- 
ative contributions of heredity 
and environment in explaining 
this? It is difficult to know. 
Certainly the Jewish culture 
is based on study and learning. 
Furthermore, a Jew is more 
likely to follow a_ profession 
which gives him the maximum 
freedom from prejudice and 
discrimination. 

“By the same reasoning, that 
is why Jews are found more 
frequently among the urban 
middle class societies. There is 
no question but what the in- 
teraction between environment, 
eultural background or tradi- 
tion and genetically determined 
intelligence coupled with a 
strong selection pressure can 
account for the distinctiveness 
or uniqueness of the Jew. 

“T want to emphasize, how- 
ever, that I do not mean that 
the Jews. or any other popula- 
tion are inherently superior or 
inferior!

“The reason for this, 1 hope, 
is clear to you. Any popula- 
tion isolated to some degree 
from any other population as 
a result of any of several 
isolating mechanisms such as 
religion, culture, geographical 
barriers, etc.—-any population, 
so isolated, and acted upon by 
selection will tend to be unique. 

“The ‘so what’ has been 
added to my answer to indicate 
that this uniqueness has a 
very special meaning—it means 
only that the population will 
possess different gene frequen- 
cies. It is not an absolute dif- 
ference, but a relative one, It 
does not concern an individual, 
but a population. 


“Many genes will be shared 
by all populations, but some 
genes (and the number will 
very greatly) will occur more 
frequently in one population 
than in another. A Roman nose 
does not make you a Roman! 
No one criterion is enough! 
The difference is a_ statistical 
one! Furthermore, the ‘so what’ 
indicates that uniqueness (bi- 
ological) is a good thing! 


“In conclusion let me say that 
without variation, there would 
be no life! Man is still evolving 
—he is changing all the time. 
What is urgently needed in our 
modern society is not homogen- 
iety or assimilatation but an ap- 
preciation and a tolerance of the 
wonderful nature of biological 
variation... We must all accept 
the fact that variety is not the 
spice of life—but that variety 
is life!”

Someone with time and train- 
ing should analyze the way we 
celebrate Hanuka in Israel. I 
think it would give them — and 
us — a much clearer understand- 
jng of what has gone into the 
making of the Jewish people. 

Although all Israel celebrates 
its festival of national freedom 
with the gayety and fervor that 
only a young people is capable 
of, it is probably the kindergar- 
ter and elementary school chil- 
drei who have the most fun.

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B’nai B'rith Great Book Series to Present Galaxy of Jewish Spiritual Giants 


By Rabbi HARRY ESSRING 

The Jewish people as a group 
have always occupied the center 
of the stage of Jewish history, 
their trials and tribulations, tri- 
umphs and achievements, serving 
as the main burden of our chron- 
icles. 

Our sense of community and 
bonds of group identity may 
have been responsible for slight 
ing the great heroes of our past 
Perhaps this attitude is also 
rooted in Jewish reluctance to 
exalt the role of the individual as 
against the group and its tradi- 
tion. Unlike other faiths, Juda- 
ism resulted from the creative 
forces of the entire people. Hence 
no single individual or group of 
individuals is enshrined above 
others. No one great figure is in- 
gispensable in Judaism. 

AND YET we ought not lose 
sight of the great personalities 
who helped shape the course of 
Jewish history, who left the deep 
impact of their genius on the 
centuries, and who gave form and 
structure to our faith and cul- 
ture, 





To help bring this aspect of 
Jewish history into clearer pet1- 
spective for the average aduit is 
the goal of the first volume ot 
the B’nai B’rith Great Books se- 
ries. Great Jewish Personalities 
in Ancient and Medieval Times, 
edited by Dr. Simon Noveck. 
B'nai B'rith director of adult 
Jewish education, treats the life 
and thought of a dozen great 
men from the time of Moses 
through the Vilna Gaon. 


THE FIRST of a five-volume 
series, it will appear early in 
November (Farrar, Straus and 
Cudahy; 368 pages; $4.95). The 
entire kaleidoscope of 25 cen- 
turies of Jewish experience is il- 
luminated by means of vivid 
portraits of prophets, scribes, 
sages, philosophers, poets and 
mystics — all of whom helped 
weave the tapestry of Judaism 

THE BOOK is divided into two 
sections. The first begins with 
the classical age of Judaism and 
concludes with the completior: 
of the Talmud in the fifth cen- 





tury of the Common Era. Over 
a stretch of 17 centuries, there 
pass in review the commanding 
figures of the prophetic age, the 
Hellenistic and Rabbinic eras — 
the men who gave wing to the 
Jewish vision. 

The second part of the volume 
is concerned with Jewish heroes 
of the Middle Ages, which for 
our people extended through the 
18th century. The area and scope 
of activity now widen as_ the 
Jewish people move beyond ths 
confines of the Oriental world 
Babylonia and Spain, France and 
Eastern Europe provide the back- 
ground for achievements in poet- 
ry, philosophy, mysticism, and 
other aspects of Jewish learning 

WE ARE first introduced io 
Saadia Gaon, “the father of Jew- 
ish philosophy,” who helped Ju- 
daism overcome the challenge of 
Greek philosophy in Arabic garo 
as well as that of the dissident 
Karaitic sect. He was the first to 


develop intellectual tools such as 
dictionaries, grammars, commen-

WARBURG AND SUSSMAN 


We don’t know whether Leonard Sussman deserves 
the credit he claims for the views expressed by James P. 
Warburg who recently attacked the loyalty of American 
Jewry and the tax-exempt status of the United Jewish 
Appeal (P-O, Dec. 4). But there seems to be an inconsist- 
ency here. 

Mr. Warburg, in his speech before Mishkan Israel 
Congregation in New Haven, Conn., took pains to place 
himself in an impartial position by warning against the 
extremes of both Zionism and anti-Zionism. 

The private memorandum distributed by Mr. Suss- 
man to his national board seems to indicate that he and 
James Warburg hit it off well in their meeting prior to 
Mr. Warburg’s address. There seems to be none of the 
disdain for the anti-Zionists that Mr. Warburg proclaimed 
in his speech, presumably in order to make his position 
appear to be an independent one. 

Isn’t it shameful for Mr. Sussman to embarrass Mr. 
Warburg in this way? 

This revelation and the earlier one, also published 
exclusively in The POST and OPINION, showing that 
Council officials wrote the speech delivered by ex-Senator 
Ralph E. Flanders in Congress, asking a probe of the tax- 
exempt status of the UJA, indicate that whoever plays 
footsy with the Council is going to be exposed. 

At least one of the views that Mr. Warburg expressed 
has been advocated in editorials in this paper. The POST 
and OPINION has asked that UJA funds no longer be 
allocated to Israel political parties, even though these 
funds may be used only for philanthropic purposes. 

We believe that the work of the United Jewish Appeal 
is unequalled by any private American agency, Jewish or 
non-Jewish. The UJA’s noble achievements form a part 
of American Jewish history of which our children will 
be proud. 

But that does not mean that the UJA is outside the 
field of legitimate criticism. 

The Israeli political parties got into the picture when 
the UJA, in seeking to eliminate splinter campaigns for 
funds in the U. S., made allocations to them based on 
what these parties might be able to raise were they to 
conduct their own drives here. 

At one time, this position was valid. The U. S. Jewish 
community was too divided, and there was no way in 
which any aggressive Israeli group could be stopped if 
it decided to embark on a fund-raising drive in the U. S. 

But by now, the U. S. Jewish community can prevent 
any Israeli fund-raising drive from achieving any sizeable 
goal merely by proper publicizing of the facts and through 
alerting the local Jewish communities via the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds. 

We believe the Israeli political parties are mature 
enough now to understand the need for cutting off of 
any funds for their social work that they have been re- 
ceiving up until now. This is a matter we are. sure can 
be negotiated, with good will on both sides. 


WHAT WE NEED 


Rose Halprin has called for the basic reorientation of 
Zionism, which everyone has been willing to concede has 
been so sadly needed these many years now. 

One of the problems with trying to plant Zionism 
firmly in the American environment today is the state 
of transition of the U.S. Jewish community and the lack 
of any real leadership, Zionist and otherwise. 

ALTHOUGH NAHUM Goldmann can be said to be 
a world Jewish leader, he has practically no voice in the 
making of decisions in the American Jewish community. 
The American Jewish leadership is fragmentized, and 
those with ability to bring about cohesiveness in U.S. 
Jewish activity are prevented from doing so by some 
eisability. 

Philip Klutznick is the proper man on whose shoulders 
the mantle of leadership might fall, but he has been at 
cuts with the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds because of the split in the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council, the overall Jewish civic de- 
fense group. Since the real power in U. S. Jewry lies in 
the CJFWF, and not in our so-called national Jewish or- 
ganizations, this situation makes for a division of strength, 
with the leader prevented from joining forces with the 
body that could give him the necessary authority. 


THE ZIONIST organizations today count for nothing 
in American Jewish life, and fund-raising agencies like 
“ie United Jewish Appeal and the Israel bond organiza- 
tion are not policy-making bodies except by indirection. 

In this kind of a vacuum, the Zionist organization 
and Zionism in the U. S. is floundering. The puny attempts 
to bring the Conservative Movement into the World Zion- 
ist Organization, which were abortive nevertheless, were 
a hit and miss approach that could change little. 

IF ROSE HALPRIN and Nahum Goldmann have a 
program which has validity as far as the U.S. Jewish 
community is concerned, it will be a godsend. But we're 
sceptical, even though we want more than most to be 
convinced. 

Given enough time, the Jewish community of the 
U. S. will work out its own salvation. but this kind of 
delay is attendant with enormous waste because so many 
things that a strong U. S. Jewish community could be 
accomplishing today die of neglect. Meanwhile we wait 
patiently for the emergence of a creative leadership and 
intelligent ‘following which can make, the American Jew- 
ish desert blossom, 
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Murray Greenfield, executive director of 
the Association of Americans and Canadians 
in Israel, has written us the following letter: 

“From time to time persons bring me 
various issues of the National Jewish Post. 
In one of the more recent issues you are 
calling upon the Zionist Organizations to 
organize an aliya conference and you also 
go on to point out that certain organiza- 
tions either don’t mention aliya or just 
pay lip service to it. 

“IT would like to point out that we 
here in Israel who are active in this 
sphere of aliya find that the real problem 
it not one of aliya but one of klitah (ab- 
sorption). The number of Americans and 
Canadians coming to Israel to settle runs 
into the many nundreds and the number 
of returnees is also in the hundreds. We 
venture to say that one-half of the people 
that come with the thought of settling 
return within a period of two-three years. 

“We find ourselves receiving letters 
practically daily from Americans and Can- 
adians who would like to come here and 
settle, but it is very difficult for us to 
write encouraging reports as to the assist- 
ance (not hand-outs) that would be avail- 
able to them. The important serious prob- 
lem is that of housing and I think your 
paper has been well informed on this and 
has even tried to assist us in raising some 
funds but has failed. 

“The Hadassah organization which, as 
you stated, does not mention the word 
aliya in any of its conferences, has gone 
further than any other Zionist organiza- 
tion in America in assisting. I am not at 
liberty to mention what they have done. 
Every other Zionist organization (in Amer- 
ica) has talked but there has been no 
tachlas. Mrs. Rose Halprin has not talked 
but has performed. 

“I don’t want to get into any argu- 
ment or defense for or against any Zion- 
ist organization but I can tell you that 
if there were more backing afforded us 
no aliya conference in America would be 
necessary at all. On our own, we (the 
Association) have founded loan funds for 
interim assistance for the initial absorp- 
tion of our people and here the biggest 
single contributor was the Palestine Eco- 
nomic Corp. We founded our own mort- 
gage loan company and the largest single 
investor was the Zionist Organization of 
Canada, and some 40 other investors. 

“A talking marathon, which is all that 
an aliya conference will probably end up 
being, I feel, is quite unnecessary. The 
practical program that we have is designed 
In such a manner that everyone can take 
part in it. No politics, no parties, no pro- 
paganda—just people.”

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I wonder if you 
could throw any light on the origin of 
our name. The family comes from the area 
of Kovno although shere is a tradition of an 
Italian origin to the name.—JULIUS WOLPE, 
Boston. 
WOLPE is a modification 
of the name Wolf em- 
ployed both as a Jewish 
given name and a surname. 
The reason for the modifi- 
cation is that there is no 
way to distinguish between 
an “f” and a “p” in He- 
brew script. Wolf is the 
traditional by-name of the 
Hebrew Benjamin due to 
the fact that in his great 
ante-mortem blessing the patriarch Jacob 
compared his son Benjamin to a wolf

Prof. Stone’s complaint against Newsweek, 
(see the news story in this issue) echoes an 
experience of our own. 

WHEN KHRUSHCHEV was in the US. 
and the Jewish organizations were seeking a 
meeting with the Russian Premier, Newsweek 
went after an account of the Jewish attempts 
to see Khrushchev. Their reporter spent the 
better part of the afternoon in our office, be- 
cause the story originated in The POST and 
OPINION through our alert bureau chief. 

As the item finally appeared in News- 
week it failed to mention The POST and 
OPINION, although it used heavily the in- 
formation from our news columns, 

Here is how the story broke. 

GERSHON JACOBSON, our bureau chief, 
speaks Russian fluently, and served in the 
Russian army. A Russian UN delegate advised 
Gershon that Khrushchev would not be averse 
to sitting down with an American Jewish dele. 
gation on his forthcoming visit, provided the 
delegation would be comprehensive. This was 
on a Monday. Gershon checked out his story, 
and even get a confirmation from the Russian 
Embassy in Washington, where he was told 
that although no such meeting had been ar- 
ranged, there didn’t seem to be any objection 
to such a session. 

Our national edition is printed in New 
York on Wednesday and deposited in the post- 
office that night. It reaches New York sub- 
scribers on Thursday morning. 

THE CORRESPONDENT for the Jewish 
Chronicle of London, cabled the story into 
his paper, since his deadline for that week's 
paper is noon on Thursday. Our paper is 
dated Friday, so the Jewish Chronicle had the 
story the same week we carried it. 

A correspondent tor an Israeli newspaper 
also picked it up on Thursday, and since his 
paper is a daily, the story appeared in his 
paper on Friday. 

BUT IT WAS clearly a news beat for 
The POST and OPINION. We copyrighted the 
story. 

Newsweek didn’t consider our efforts 
worth even a mention. We thought at first 
we'd complain to the editor, but then decided 
against it. The criticism of Prof. Stone has 
given us the opportunity to get this off our 
chest. :

Generosity Of American Jew Is Unparalleled In The History Of Man 


By CARL ALPERT 

MY TTSBURGH, Pa. — The 
generosity of the American Jew 
during these decades is a phe- 
nomenon unparalleled in the his- 
tory of man, Never before has 
a group of people given of its 
aid and its ma- 
terial means in 
the profusion 
and abundance 
which have 
c ha racterized 
what the Jews 
of this coun- 
try have pro- 
vided for the 

iti relief, rehabil- 
Alpert itation, succor 
and education of fellow Jews at 
home or aboard. These are in- 
controvertible facts. 

DURING THE course of my 
present visit to the United States 
I have had opportunity to cb- 
serve the vast fund-raising appa 





ratus at work on both the na- 
tional and local levels. I have 
sought to determine the influ- 
ences and motivations which are 
responsible for the munificence, 
large and small, to which we are 
witness. The following fragmen- 
tary notes which I have recorded 
during these travels set forth 
some of these motivations. The 
list is by no means exhaustive 
nor are all factors of equal 
weight. In most instances there 
are doubless mixed elements 
which, taken together, result in 
the final decision. 


THE OBSERVER should not 
question the fact that the pri 
mary motivation is a_ sincere 
desire to be of help, without any 


thought of personal gain or ad 
vantage. A vital cause is ex- 
plained: it is understood; and 
the impulse to help follows. I do 
believe that the wish to help 








those who need help, in any 
form, is an instinct of the civil 
ized man. We are a highly ct 
vilized people. 


I have alluded to other, mixed 
elements. There was some 


dividuels whose generosity, or 
perhaps its scope, is affected oy 
the desire fer community ap- 
proval and commendation. This, 
too, is a very natural human 
feeling, as the psychologists will 
affirm, and must not he mini 
mized or belittled. It too is the 
source of much good for man 
kind. 


THERE ARE some whose giv 
ing is dictated by the desire © 
maintain social status, to keep 
up appearances. And so social 
pressures, for all that their moral 
justification may be low, can 1n- 
fluence conduct for good ends. 

It often happens that generous 
gifts are made impulsively as a 


in- 


spontaneous reaction to an emu- 
tional or sentimental appeal 
Skillful tugging at the heart 
strings can often stimulate a 
greater display of generosity 
than cold appeal to logic or rea- 
son. 


These are influences’ which 
may seem to be minor in con- 
trast with the ones cited, yet 
these too have their place in the 
larger picture. 

MORE THAN once I have 
come across the quid pro quo 
philanthropy: “You give to my 
favorite charity, and I'll give <o 
yours.” Anyone who is at ail 
active in fund-raising knows how 
ready he must be to co-operate 
with those from whom he in 
turn is seeking co-operation. To 
a man who occupies a post ot 
top leadership in community af.- 
fairs, the ramification of this 
can be tremendous. 


It can not be denied that some- 
times young men beginning their 
professional or business careers 
find it advantageous to seek pos- 
sible advancement of such ca- 
reers find it advantageous to 
seek possible advancement of 
such careers py well publicized 
gifts to a popular cause It has 
been said that a young physician. 
just beginning his practice, must 
drive a new and flashy car to give 
the impression of success; so a 
generous gift in a campaign can 
lead to similar conclusions. 

TAX DEDUCTIBILITY provi- 
sions, especially for men in the 
higher brackets, is also an un- 
deniable factor in influencing tne 
size of contributions, 

But whatever the reason for 
the giving — and I repeat, the 
motives are usually mixed — 
American Jews are saving lives, 
building a culture, making his- 
tory.

into manhood. “The new cult of 
Yahweh is a return to the faith 
of the forefathers to the 
Primitive phase of religious evol 
ution.”

The new biographies in this 
series are KEY TO A MAGIC

Hahn. The first is a smoothy 
written narrative, with little com- 
ments on Peretz’ works and none 
en his extreme radicalism; it 1s 
the most readable of the series. 
Miss Hahn is somewhat prolix in 
telling the adventures of Manas- 
seh ben Israel’s colleague who 
left Pernambuco for Holland at 
the same time the 23 journeyed 
to New Amsterdam; but it is 2 
most interesting fictionalized 
tale, containing considerable his- 
torical information. 


A TIME TO SEARCH, by Ruth 
F. Brin, $2.50 (Jonathan David) 

Most of Mrs. Brin’s verse s 
“free” — that is, it is lofty prose 
chopped into lines; and these 
pieces are mainly prayers, first 
recited for her congregation ‘n 
Minneapolis. She does _ better 
when she employs traditional 
rhyme and meter, and it would 





he well to see more rhymed 
poems like her “Ballad.” Far su- 
perior to most current poetry 
collections, but not yet in the 
class of literary permanence. 


IF THIS IS A MAN, by Primo 
Levi, $3.50 (Orion Press). 
Signor Levi is an Italian. trans- 

ported with other Italian Jews 
to Auschwitz when Hitler took 
command of Mussolini. He re- 
lates the story of degradation 
and cruelty, of gradual liquida- 
tion of Jews and others from 
subjugated lands, and all the de- 
tails of history’s greatest crime. 
That he was able to live on until 
the Russian bombardment de- 
stroyed the slave camp has im- 
pelled him to add his own phil- 
osophic commentary to the hor- 
rifying tale. Cold and heat, star- 
vation and filth, blows and sa- 
vagery — with a happy ending 
for one unfortunate. There can- 
not be too much of this litera- 
ture; the world must not for- 
get. 


THE HISTORY AND ORIGIN 
OF LANGUAGE, by A. S. Dia 
mond, $7.50 (Philosophical). 
Dr. Diamond, a practicing at- 

torney, has become by advoca- 

tion one of the world’s great lin- 
guists. Herein he traces the ori- 
gins of words and parts of speech 
in English and other languages, 
including the Semitic. even 
through study of animal behav- 
ior; depicts the history of mean- 
ing; and adds his own theories 
to those commonly posited. The 
most impressive treatise of its 
kind in recent decades, for the 
genera] reader as well as for the 
specialist.
